DEFENDANTS, the Department of Treasury and the Internal Revenue Service, 
through its attorneys, move the Court under Fed. R. Civ. P. 6(b)(1) to enlarge the time 
for defendants to answer, move, or otherwise plead to plaintiff's complaint.

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The specific relief sought by this motion is an order enlarging the time for 
defendants to serve an answer, motion, or to other responsive pleading to the complaint 
by sixty (60) days, to and including May 26, 2006.
